Dear  Governor  Ford: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  19,  Article  VII  of  the 
Constitution,  I  respectfully  report  to  you  the  transactions  of  my  office 
during  the  last  biennium.  A  summarization  of  all  fees  collected  will  be 
found  on  page  5  appended  hereto;  the  expenses  of  the  office  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  authorizations  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  will  be 
found  at  pages  6-7,  and  the  list  of  expenditures  by  political  candidates 
and  political  committees  reported  to  me  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Corrupt  Practices  Act  will  be  found  on  pages  8-14. 

The  activity  conducted  through  this  office  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  101,  Laws  of  Montana  1943,  is  here  briefly  summarized.  The 
Act,  as  you  know,  was  found  in  part  unworkable  and  in  fact  unconsti- 
tutional. I  proceeded,  therefore,  under  those  portions  of  the  Act  which 
remained  after  the  elimination  of  Sections  12,  13,  14,  15,  16  and  19  by 
the  Supreme  Court  decision,  having  in  mind  also  the  recommendations 
contained  in  such  opinion  as  to  the  general  operation  of  the  statute  in 
question.  In  spite  of  the  many  conflicts  which  still  existed  between 
Chapter  101  and  the  general  election  procedure,  the  results  of  the  soldier 
voting  were  satisfactory  in  my  opinion,  as  I  believe  you  will  draw  fr-om 
an  examination  of  the  following  statements:
